To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Kingston  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March, 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sumxS  of  money  as  may  be  neces-  ■ 
sary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $339.00,  and  the  State  will  contribute 
$1,356.00,  for  Class  V  Highways,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  T.  R.  A.  so  called. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  to  continue  the  permanent  con- 
struction of  the  New  Boston  Rd. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  continue  the  permanent 
construction  of  Great  Park  Pond  Rd. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  for  further  improvement  to  the 
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Wadleigh  Point  Road,  to  include  tarring  that  portion  re- 
surfaced last  year. 

.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  apiDio- 
priate  the  surn  of  $500.00  for  improving  the  Shore  Road. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Tow-n  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300.00  to  repair  the  clock  in  the 
Universalist  Church  Steeple. 

9..  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $330.00  for  100  wooden  folding  single 
chairs  for  the  Town  Hall. 

10.  Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of  the 
Revised  Laws  relating  to  playing  gam^es  of  Beano,  be 
adopted  in  this  town? 

'      (This  Article  to  be  voted  on  by  ballot) 

11.  To  see  if  the  Tow^n  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $2,700.00  to  purchase  a  new 
Dump  truck,  the  present  truck  to  be  traded  in  toward  the 
nev/  one,  and  the  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  to 
borrow  money  to  finance  the  deal  in  the  name  of  the 
Town  if  it  is  deemied  advisable  to  do  so. 

12.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  sums  of  money  not 
exceeding  $10,000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of 
taxes  for  the  current  year,  and  to  issue  in  the  name  and 
on  the  credit  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes  therefor,  said 
notes  to  be  paid  during  the  current  year  from  taxes  col- 
lected during  the  current  year. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  convey  to  Exeter  &  liampton  Electric  Com- 
pany a  permanent  right  of  way  and  easement  100  feet  in 
width  throughout,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
transmission  line  or  lines  over  property  owmed  by  the 
Town  of  Kingston  on  the  Hunt  Road,  so  called,  bounded ; 
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Northerly  and  Westerly  by  said  Hunt  Road;  Easterly  by 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Hannah  C.  Primrose;  Southerly 
by  land  formerly  of  Ezekiel  Jones,  now  Isabelle  Lynde,  for 
such  price  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Board  of  Select- 
men of  the  Town  determine,  and  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men on  behalf  of  the  town  to  execute  and  deliver  to  said 
Exeter  and  Hampton  Electric  Company  a  good  and  suf- 
ficient easement  deed,  conveying  the  rights  and  easements 
authorized  under  this  Article.  The  location  and  extent  of 
said  right  of  Vv^ay  and  easement  to  be  determined  upon  a 
survey  of  the  premises. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
Auditor's  Report,  and  accept  the  Town  Reports  as 
printed. 

15.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Zoning  Commission 
and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance for  the  Town  of  Kingston,  the  same  having  been 
prepared  by  the  Board  whose  final  report  appears  on  the 
following  pages,  and  becomes  a  part  of  this  article  :- 

16.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
^ome  before  said  meeting.

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Final  report  after  preliminary  report  of  the  Zoning 
Commission  on  a  proposed  zoning  ordinance  for  the  town 
of  Kingston,  New  Hampshire,  January  25,  1951  and  Revis- 
ed Report  as  of  February  14,  1951. 

To  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience,  and  gener- 
al welfare  of  the  community  by  regulating  and  restricting 
the  use  of  land  and  the  construction  of  buildings  thereon 
in  the  Town  of  Kingston,  and  for  said  purposes  dividing 
the  Town  into  districts,  in  pursuance  of  authority  conferred 
by  chapters  51  and  58  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hamp- 
shire of  1942  and  any  amendments  thereto,  the  following 
ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  voters  of  the  Town 
of  Kingston,  New  Hampshire,  in  annual  town  m.eeting 
convened : 

ARTICLE  I 

Establishment  of  Zones 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  Town  of 
Kingston  is  divided  into  two  Zones  as  defined  below: 

Section  1.  Zone  A,  shall  comprise  Route  125  from  the 
Plaistow  line  to  the  Brentwood  line,  Route  107  from  the 
Brentwood  line  to  the  East  Kingston  line,  Route  111  from 
the  Exeter  line  to  the  Danville  line,  Route  107 A  from 
the  East  Kingston  line  to  the  junction  of  Scotland  and 
Depot  Streets,  Scotland  and  Bartlett  Streets,  Rock  Rim- 
mon  Road  to  the  end  of  the  tar  road  as  of  this  date,  Chase 
Street,  North  Danville  Road  to  the  Danville  line,  Little 
River  Road  from  Chases  Corner  to  the  river,  Newton 
Junction  Road,  West  Shore  Park  Road,  West  Kingston 
and  Mill  Roads  from  Bartlett's  Corner  to  Cheney's  Mill, 
the  cross  road  from  Fifield's  Corner  on  Route  125  to 
Route  111,  250  feet  on  either  side  as  measured  from 
the  center  line  of  the  road. 

Section  2.  Zone  B,  shall  comprise  all  areas  within 
the  Town  of  Kingston  not  included  in  Zone  A. 
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ARTICLE  II 

Restrictions  for  Zone  A 

All  land  included  in  Zone  A  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  regulations,  restrictions  and  conditions:  ■ 

Section  1.  No  buildings  or  structure  shall  be  erected, 
and  no  existing  structure  shall  be  altered  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Town  Building  Inspector,  in  writing,  to  whom 
adequate  plans  of  the  proposed  building  or  alteration  shall 
be  submitted.  A  permit  shall  not  be  requi*red  in  case  of 
repairs,  unless  such  repairs  include  alteration  or  new 
construction.  A  minimum  fee  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  shall 
accompany  each  application  submitted. 

Section  2.  The  Town  Building  Inspector  shall  base 
his  approval  or  rejection  of  proposed  plans  upon  the 
effect  such  operations  are  likely  to  have  on  the  value  and 
use  of  other  property  in  the  vicinity  and  upon  the  follow- 
ing schedule  of  requirements : 

(a)  Foundations  shall  be  constructed  of  solid  cement, 
brick,  stone,  or  cement-blocks.  Industrial  structures  and 
accessory  buildings  may  be  set  on  stone  or  cement  piers. 

(b)  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone  or  brick, 
or  cement  and  cinder  blocks  to  the  ground,  and  shall  be 
lined  with  tile  or  other  material  approved  by  the  Under- 
writers; all  entrances  shall  be  of  fireproof  construction. 

(c)  Outside  walls  shall  be  constructed  of  wood  or 
fire  resistant  shingles,  sidings,  clapboards,  brick  or  stucco, 
cement  or  cinder  blocks. 

(d)  Roofs  shall  be  constructed  of  wood  or  fire- 
resisting  shingles,  metal,  or  fire-resisting  composition. 

(e)  Every  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  ground 
floor  area  of  400  square  feet  for  each  family  unit. 

(f)  Sewage;  all  dwellings,  and  buildings  in  public 
use  rh'dW  be  equipped  with  septic-tank  or  cesspool. 
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(g)  Every  building  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front 
property  line  not  less  than  thirty  feet  (30'),  or  such  dis- 
tance as  shall  conform  with  the  existing  building  line  of 
dwellings  within  1000  feet  on  either  side,  and  all  buildings 
shall  be  set  back  at  least  10  feet  from  the  side  lot  lines. 

Section  3.  Nothing  in  the  ordinance  shall  prevent 
land  being  used  or  structures  erected,  altered  or  used  for 
sale  of  farm  produce  raised  in  the  Town  of  Kingston  by 
occupants  of  such  land  or  the  expansion  of  established 
poultry  business. 

Section  4.  Building  lots  shall  have  a  frontage  of  not 
less  than  75  feet  except  those  already  existing  and  re- 
corded. 

Section  5.  Only  such  signs  shall  be  permitted  which 
pertain  to  the  lease,  sale  or  use  of  the  land  or  buildings 
on  which  placed,  and  when  they  do  not  exceed  a  total 
area  of  twelve  square  feet. 

ARTICE  III 

Restrictions  for  Zone  B 

All  land  included  in  Zone  B  shall  be  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions set  forth  in  Article  II  with  the  exception  that  the 
following  schedule  of  building  requirements  shall  be  sub- 
stituted for  that  appearing  under  Section  2. 

(a)  All  structures  shall  be  set  on  solid  foundations 
of  cement  or  stone  or  piers  of  the  same  materials. 

(b)  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone  or  brick, 
cement  or  cinder  blocks,  to  the  ground,  and  shall  be  lined 
with  tile  or  other  material  approved  by  the  Underwriters; 
all  entrances  shall  be  of  fire  proof  construction. 

(c)  Outside  walls  shall  be  constructed  of  wood  or 
fire-resistant  shingles,  siding,  clapboards,  brick,  stucco, 
logs,  log-siding,  cement  or  cinder  blocks. 
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(d)  Roofs  shall  be  constructed  of  wood  or  fire- 
resistant  shingles,  metal,  or  fire-resistant  composition. 

(e)  Every  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  ground 
floor  area  of  350  square  feet  for  each  family  unit. 

(f)  Every  building  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front 
property  line  not  less  than  30  feet  or  such  distance  as 
shall  conform  with  the  existing  buildings  or  line  of  dwell- 
ings within  1000  feet  on  either  side. 

(g)  Building  lots  shall  have  a  frontage  of  not  less 
than  40  feet,  except  those  already  existing  and  recorded, 
and  all  buildings  shall  be  set  back  at  least  10  feet  from 
the  side  lot  lines. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  park  an  occupied 
trailer  ?iome  or  house  trailer  w^ithin  the  limits  of  the  town 
of  Kingston,  for  more  than  three  (3)  days,  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  so  to  do. 
No  permit  to  park  an  occupied  trailer  home  or  house  trail- 
er shall  be  issued  for  more  than  a  ninety  (90)  day  period  in 
any  one  year.  The  fee  for  such  permit  shall  be  five  ($5.00) 
dollars  payable  to  the  town  of  Kingston.  Nothing  in  this 
ordinance  shall  effect  existing  occupied  trailer  homes  or 
house  trailers  except  that  such  trailer  homes  or  house 
trailers  now  established  and  occupied  shall  not  be  moved 
to  a  new  or  different  location  in  said  town  of  Kingston 
without  a  permit  so  to  do. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or 
lessor  of  land  in  the  town  of  Kingston  to  erect  or  permit 
the  erection  of  tents  or  other  portable  temporary  shelters 
or  structures  for  the  purpose  of  a  dwelling  without  first 
submitting  a  plan  or  layout  and  obtaining  a  permit  from 
the  Selectmen  so  to  do.  No  permit  to  erect  tents  or  other 
portable  temporary  shelters  or  structures  for  the  purpose 
of  dwellings  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  of  more  than 
one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days  in  any  one  year.  The 
fee  for  such  a  permit  shall  be  five  dollars  ($5.00)  pay- 
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able  to  the  town  of  Kingston.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall 
prohibit  the  erection  or  use  of  such  tents  or  temporary 
portable  shelter  or  structure  by  the  owner  for  the  use  of 
himself  or  his  family  for  a  like  period.  The  erection  of 
such  ten  is  or  temporary  portable  shelters  or  structures 
shall  be  at  least  ten  feet  from  the  lot  lines  and  thirty 
feet  back  from  the  highway. 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  1.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  have  the 
power  in  his  discretion  to  waive  any  or  all  requirements 
of.  this  code,  (other  than  those  also  contained  in  any 
statute  of  this  State),  in  the  case  of  small  dairy  rooms, 
root  cellars,  poultry  houses,  farm  and  storage  sheds  and 
other  similar  small  structures  to  be  so  located  on  the 
owners  property  as  not  to  menace  the  property  of  another. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Town  Building  Inspector 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  a  Town  Build- 
ing Inspector  who  shall  perform  the  duties  pertaining  to 
his  office  as  designated  in  the  various  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  he  shall  make  inspections  of  all  buildings 
in  process  of  construction,  and  report  all  violations  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  2.  The  Town  Building  Inspector  shall  retain 
each  application  fee  of  two  dollars  which  shall  constitute 
full  compensation  for  his  services. 

ARTICLE  VII  I 
Administration 

Section  1.    Applications  and  permits. 

(a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Board  is  hereby  given  the  power  and  authority 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
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(b)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  require  that  the 
application  for  a  building  permit  include  a  plot  plan,  and 
contain  all  the  necessary  information  to  enable  the  Build- 
ing: Inspector  to  ascertain  whether  the  proposed  building 
or  structure  and  its  intended  use  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance.  ^ 

(c)  No  building  permit  shall  he  issued  until  the 
Building  Inspector  has  certified  that  the  proposed  build- 
ing and  its  intended  use  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

(d)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  commence 
work  for  erection  or  alteration  of  any  building  or  structure 
until  a  permJt  has  been  duly  granted  for  such  erection  or 
alteration  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Board  of  Adjustment 

Section  1.  The  Moderator,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board 
of  Adjustment  consisting  of  five  members  as  provided 
in  Chapter  51  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  1942  as  amended, 
each  to  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  re- 
movable for  cause  by  the  appointing  authority,  upon 
written  charges  and  after  public  hearing.  (On  the  first 
Board,  one  member  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years 
and  one  for  five  years,  to  obtain  overlapping  terms). 
Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  the 
following  powers: 

(a)  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  where  it  is  alleged 
there  is  error  in  an  order,  requirement,  decision,  or  de- 
termination made  by  an  administrative  official  in  the  en- 
forcement of  this  ordinance,  or  any  amendment  adopted 
pursuant  thereto. 

(b)  To  hear  and  decide  special  exceptions  to  the 
terms  of  the  Ordinance. 
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(c)  To  authorize,  upon  appeal,  in  specific  cases, 
such  variance  from  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  as  will 
not  be  contrary  to  the  public  interest  where  owing  to 
special  conditions  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
of.  this  ordinance  will  result  in  unnecessary  hardship,  and 
so  that  the  spirit  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  observed  and 
substantial  justice  done. 

(d)  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  make  rules  as 
to  the  manner  of  filing  appeals  or  application  for  special 
exceptions  or  for  variance  from  the  terms  of  this  ordin- 
ance. A  payment  of  the  estimated  cost  of  giving  notice, 
is  herein  required  by  the  appellant. 

(e)  Upon  filing  an  appeal  or  an  application  for 
special  exception  from  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  with 
the  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  Board  shall  fix  a  reasonable 
time  for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal  or  the  application  for 
special  exception,  give  public  notice  thereof,  as  well  as 
due  notice  to  the  parties  in  interest  and  decide  the  same 
within  a  reasonable  time. 

(f )  The  said  notices  shall  state  the  location  of  the 
building  or  lot  and  the  general  nature  of  the  question 
involved. 

(g)  In  exercising  the  above  mentioned  powers  the 
Board  may,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  hereof  re- 
verse or  affirm  wholly  or  partly  or  may  modify  the  order, 
requirement,  decision  or  determination  appealed  from, 
and  may  make  such  order  or  decision  as  ought  to  be  made, 
and  to  that  end,  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  officer 
from  whom  the  appeal  is  taken. 

(h)  The  concurring  vote  of  three  members  of  the 
Board  shall  be  necessary  to  reverse  any  action  of  ad- 
ministrative officials  or  to  decide  in  favor  of  the  applicant 
on  any  matter  upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass  under 
any  such  ordinance,  or  to  effect  any  variation  in  such 
ordinance. 
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ARTICLE  IX 
Amendments 

Section  1.  This  ordinance  and  the  boundaries  of 
districts  may  be  amended  at  any  Town  Meeting  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  51  of  the  Re- 
vised Law^s  of  1942  as  amended  by  Chapter  110  of  the 
laws  of  1949  or  any  amendments  thereto. 

ARTICLE  X 

General  Provisions 

Section  1.  Plot  plans  shall  be  filed  with  the  Build- 
ing Inspector  before  work  is  commenced  upon  any  de- 
velopment. Building  lots  must  have  a  frontage  of  not  less 
than  seventy-five  feet.  No  new  street  shall  be  accepted  by 
the  Town  of  Kingston  unless  it  is  rough  graded  and  is  at 
least  forty  feet  wide. 

Section  2.  Validity.  Should  any  section  of  provision 
of  this  ordinance  be  declared  by  a  Court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  to  be  invalid,  such  decision  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  the  ordinance  as  a  whole,  or  of  any  other 
part  thereof. 

Section  3.  Interpretation.  In  interpreting  and  apply- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  they  shall  be  held  to 
the  minimum  requirements  for  the  promotion  of  the  health, 
safety,  morals,  and  general  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Kings- 
ton and  its  citizens. 

Section  4.  Penalties.  For  any  and  every  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the  owner,  general  agent, 
or  contractor  of  a  building,  or  premises  where  such  viola- 
tion ha'^  been  committed  or  shall  exist,  or  the  lessee  or 
tenant  of  an  entire  building  or  entire  premises  where  such 
violations  has  been  committed  or  shall  exist,  or  the 
architect,  builder  or  any  other  person  who  knowingly  com- 
mits, takes  part,  or  assists  in  any  such  violation,  or  who 
maintains  any  building  on  premises  in  which  any  such

violation  shall  exist,  shall  be  liable  on  conviction  thereof 
to  a  fine  or  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  ($10. 00) 
for  each  and  every  offense,  and  whenever  such  person 
shall  be  notified  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  by  service 
of ,  summons  in  prosecution,  or  in  any  other  v^ay,  that  he 
is  committing  such  violation  of  this  ordinance,  each  day 
that  he  shall  continue  such  violation  after  notification, 
shall  constitute  a  separate  offense  punishable  by  a  like  fine 
or  penalty.  Such  fines  or  penalties  shall  be  collected  as 
like  fines  or  penalties  are  now  by  law  collected. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immedi- 
ately upon  its  passage.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  14,  1950 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9:45  A.  M.  and  the 
warrant  was  read  by  the  Moderator. 

Voted  that  the  polls  remain  open  under  Article  1 
until  7  o'clock.  Proceeded  to  elect  the  Town  Officers  by- 
Australian  Ballot.  Polls  closed  at  seven  and  the  Officers 
counted  ballots  until  eight  o'clock  when  the  business 
meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator. 

J.  Edward  Stevens,  Selectman,  quoted  the  following: 
Since  our  last  Annual  Meeting  one  of  our  Town  Officers 
has  passed  away.  Tonight  George  is  not  with  us,  we  will 
miss  his  counsel  and  guidance.  I  think  at  this  time  it  is 
fitting  and  proper  that  we  stand  for  one  minute  in  silent 
prayer  in  memory  of  the  late  George  B.  Stevens. 

Everyone  in  the  meeting  stood  reverently  for  one 
minute  of  silent  prayer. 

Article  2.  It  was  stated  by  the  Finance  Committee 
that  they  approved  all  Articles  except  Articles  5-7-8. 
Voted  that  $61,934,52  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
Town  charges. 

Article  3.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $338.95  and  the  State  contribute 
$1,355.78  for  Class  V  Highways  under  the  provisions  of 
.the  T.  R.  A.  so  called. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
IDriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  continue  the  permanent 
construction  of  the  New  Boston  Road. 

Article  5.  Motion  made  and  seconded  as  in  Article 
Amendement  made  which  was  not  seconded.  Voted  as  in 
Article  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,000.00  to  continue  the  permanent  construction  of  the 
New  Boston  Road. 
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Article  6.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  §200.00  for  improving  the  Wadleigh 
Point  Road. 

•  Article  7.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  for  maintenance  and  improve- 
ment of  the  Town  Dump. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate  the  sum  of  $700.00  for  the  construction  of  a  suit- 
able well  and  reservoir  at  the  Fire  House  to  be  constructed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  9.  Voted  that  the  Town  rescind  the  vote 
taken  under  Article  8  of  the  warrant  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  March  8,  1949,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,165.00  for  the  expense  of  installing  a  heatings 
system  in.  the  new  Fire  House.  The  above  sum  plus  inter- 
est to  be  covered  by  a  note  for  three  years,  payable  one- 
third  annually,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  December 
6,  1950. 

Article  10.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $200.00  annually  for  the 
permanent  installation  of  the  two  mercury  vapor  street 
lights  which  are  temporarily  on  trial. 

Article  11.  The  result  of  this  Article  relative  to 
playing  Beano  was  as  follows:  Yes  260.  No  69. 

Article  12.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  borrow  a  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  $10,000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of 
taxes  for  the  current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue  in  the 
name  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes 
therefor,  said  notes,  to  be  repaid  during  the  current  year 
from  taxes  collected  during  the  current  municipal  year. 

Article  13.  Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the 
Moderator  to   appoint  a   Zoning   Commission   of  seven 
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members,  with  duties  as  set  forth  in  Chapter  51,  Sections 
50-71,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  1942,  as  amended 
by  Chapters  110  and  278,  laws  of  N.  H.  1948  to  study 
and  recommend  to  the  next  Town  Meeting  (or  Special 
Town  Meeting)  the  boundaries  for  zoning  the  districts 
and  appropriate  regulations  to  be  enforced  therein.  Such 
commission  to  make  a  preliminary  report  of  the  recom- 
mendations and  hold  public  hearings  thereon.  The  report 
and  recommendations  of  the  Zoning  Commission  shall  be 
published  in  full  in  the  warrant  calling  for  the  Town 
Meeting  at  which  action  on  the  proposed  zoning  ordinance 
will  be  taken. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  accept  both  the  Auditors' 
report  and  the  Town  Reports  as  printed. 

Article  15.  Voted  that  committee  on  zoning  in 
1949  be  discharged. 

The  following  motion  was  made  by  Andrew  Christie: 
I  move  that  the  citizens  of  Kingston  in  Town  Meeting 
assembled,  rise  and  stand  with  bowed  heads  for  a  minute 
in  memory  of  one  of  Kingston's  most  public  spirited 
citizens,  George  B.  Stevens,  that  this  motion  be  spread 
upon  the  town  records  and  a  copy  of  it  be  sent  to  Mrs, 
Stevens.  For  what  he  was  and  all  he  did  remember  him 
tonight. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Motion  made  and  passed  that  the  polls  close  at  seven 
o'clock  in  the  future. 

Amendment  made  and  passed  that  the  previous 
motion  be  with  advice  of  counsel.

We  have  been  fortunate  that  all  fires  were  reported 
early  and  the  department  was  able  to  control  the  fires 
before  much  headway  was  gained. 

The  tank  truck  has  proved  a  valuable  asset  at  most 
of  the  fires  both  in  our  own  community  and  in  the  neigh- 
boring communities.  . 

A  new  well  was  dug  at  the  fire  house  this  year  and 
provides  an  ample  supply  of  water.  The  well  is  twenty- 
six  feet  in  depth  and  six  feet  in  diameter. 

T^ere  is  at  the  present  time  sixteen  feet  of  water  in 
the  well. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  coopera- 
tion that  you  have  given  the  department  in  the  matter  of 
fire  control. 

Remember  before  you  start  a  fire  in  the  open  first 
obtain  a  permit  from  the  State  Fire  Warden.  He  is  the 
only  person  authorized  to  issue  a  legal  permit  for  this 
purpose.  Our  local  State  Fire  Warden  is  Robert  Merrick; 
there  is  no  fee  for  the  permit  and  whenever  conditions 
are  favorable  he  will  gladly  issue  the  permit. 
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Enlist  your  aid  in  the  local  paper  drives  not  only  as 
a  cooperative  gesture  to  the  sponsors  but  to  eliminate  an 
unnecessary  fire  hazard  that  could  cause  you  a  serious 
fire  loss. 

Your  Fire  Department  stands  ready  to  serve  you  day 
and  night  in  any  emergency  and  in  this  hour  of  world  un- 
certainty you  can  expect  us  to  support  any  emergency  de- 
fense organization  that  may  be  authorized  by  the  Federal, 
State  or  Local  government. 

I  wish  to  urge  all  citizens  of  the  town  to  cooperate 
to  the  fullest  extent  with  our  civilian  defense  admin- 
istrator in  any  capacity  in  which  you  are  asked  to  serve. 
We  should  all  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  what 
to  do  in  case  of  an  unexpected  attack.  It  is  only  by  com- 
plete unity  that  we  can  hope  to  survive  an  atomic  in- 
vasion of  our  country.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  every 
citizen  to  be  prepared  for  any  emergency  that  may  arise 
from  present  world  conditions. 

Again  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Elinor 
Martin  and  her  assistants  for  the  prompt  and  efficient 
service  they  have  given  us  during  the  past  year.  Without 
their  splendid  cooperation  our  fire  losses  would  be  much 
greater. 

We  are  aware  that  every  one  is  interested  and  ready 
to  help  the  department  in  any  way  they  are  able  and 
we  are  grateful  for  your  support.  You  can  help  us  by 
refraining,  from  calling  the  operator  to  ask  where  the  fire 
is  for  ten  minutes  after  the  alarm  is  sounded.  It  is  most 
important  that  the  firemen  are  called  in  the  least  pos- 
sible time  this  can  only  be  accomplished  when  the  operator 
has  all  the  circuits  to  work  with.

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  w^iat  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries 
of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment 
of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize 
the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums 
as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equaliza- 
tion f u'nd  together  with  other  income ;  the  school  board 
to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  es- 
timated revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is 
to  be  raised  by  taxe.s  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  di-trict  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
construction  of  an  addition  consisting  of  four  classrooms, 
additional  toilet  facilities,  enlargement  of  the  present  kit- 
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chen  and  any  other  needed  alterations  to  the  present 
Bakie  School  together  with  the  necessary  equipment. 

10.  If  the  preceding  article  is  not  adopted  to  see  if 
the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  construction  of  an 
addition  consisting  of  two  classrooms,  additional  toilet 
facilities,  enlargement  of  the  present  kitchen  and  any 
other  needed  alterations  to  the  present  Bakie  School  to- 
gether with  the  necessary  equipment.. 

11.  If  the  school  district  adopts  either  article  (9)  or 
(10)  to  see  if  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  ?75,000  for  the  construction  of  additional 
classrooms,  toilet  facilities,  enlargement  of  the  present 
kitchen,  other  needed  alterations  and  the  necessary  equip- 
ment to  the  Bakie  School  and  in  order  to  furnish  such 
funds  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  issue  serial  notes 
or  bonds  upon  the  credit  of  the  district  for  all  or  any 
portion  of  the  sum  so  raised  and  appropriated,  and  to 
authorize  the  school  board  to  determine  the  terms  and 
conditions  upon  which  the  notes  and  bonds  shall  be  issued 
including  their  sale,  the  time  and  place  of  payment  of 
principal  and  interest,  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal 
Bond  Statute  N.  H.  Revised  Laws,  Ch.  72  as  amended 
by  the  laws  of  1951.

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Superintendent's  Annual  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  Kingston : 

The  past  year  has  brought  many  changes  to  the  gener- 
al educational  picture  throughout  the  state.  The  present 
international  and  economic  situation  is  conducive  to  lack 
of  stability.  Price  increases  in  cost  of  living  and  practi- 
cally all  other  items  cannot  help  but  be  reflected  in  the 
school  district's  budget.  Kingston  also  has  the  problem 
of  an  ever  increasing  ichool  enrollment  as  shown  by 
the  very  able  and  complete  report  compiled  by  Mr.  Fuller 
in  his  census.  It  is  hoped  that  these  factors  will  be  given 
careful  consideration. 

This  report  is  accompanied  by  a  page  devoted  to 
Return  of  District  Revenue,  which  shows  the  actual  budget 
we  are  operating  on  this  year.  (1950-51)  In  comparing  this 
with  next  year's  budget  one  must  bear  in  mind  the  in- 
creased cost  of  school  supplies  as  well  as  the  fact  that 
good  schools  require  continuity  in  their  teaching  staffs. 

Teachers 

Kingston  can  well  be  proud  of  its  staff  of  teachers. 
They  are  doing  a  fine  piece  of  work  although  in  most 
all  cases  they  are  teaching  in  crowded  classrooms. 

Hot  Lunch 

The.  hot  lunch  program  is  exceptionally  well  organized 
and  successful.  The  addition  of  an  overgrown  tea  table 
on  wheels  has  been  an  important  factor  in  facilitating  the 
distribution  of  lunches  to  the  classrooms.  The  fact  that 
a  high  percentage  of  the  school  population  is  participating 
in  the  hot  lunch  program  is  a  good  indication  of  the 
program's  real  worth.  The  P.  T.  A.  is  to  be  commended 
for  its  continued  interest  in  this,  program. 
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Looking  Ahead 

According  to  the  best  figures  available  (Mr.  Fuller's 
census  report)  Bakie  School's  enrollment  will  increase  to 
189  pupils  by  the  year  1955.  Where  the  school's  facilities 
are  already  taxed  with  an  enrollment  of  167  with  the 
auditorium  used  as  a  classroom,  it  would  seem  only  logical 
that  Kingston  is  in  a  position  where  something  must  be 
done  to  provide  added  classroom  space.  If  Kingston  is  to 
maintain  its  present  high  standard  of  educational  pro- 
cedure this  problem  must  be  solved  in  the  very  near  future. 
The  experience  in  other  towns  has  been  that  good  schools 
have  encouraged  families  to  settle  in  that  town.  This  ap- 
pears to  be  true  of  Kingston. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
school  board,  citizens,  teachers  and  pupils  of  Kingston 
for  the  spirit  of  cooperation  and  friendliness  with  which 
they  have  received  their  new^  Superintendent.

Children  learn  a  great  deal  about  music  through 
songs,  rhythms,  folk  dances  and  games;.  These  activities 
will  add  greatly  to  their  enjoyment  and  understanding 
of  music. 

A  Christmas  Operetta,  Santa  in  Story-Land,  was 
presented  at  the  town  hall  in  December.  Through  the 
splendid  cooperation  of  teachers,  parents  and  pupils  this 
program  proved  a  success. 

New  books.  Let  Music  Ring,  have  been  purchased  for 
grades  seven  and  eight  and  the  children  are  getting  a 
great  deal  of  pleasure  from  these  books  as  well  as  pro- 
gressing musically. 

Grades  five  and  six,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Brown,  are  continuing  with  their  tonettes  and  they  are 
becoming  fine  music  readers. 

A  folk  dance  club  meets  on  Friday  afternoons  and 
a  number  of  new  dances  have  been  learned.  It  may  be 
possible  for  a  group  to  participate  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Folk  Dance  Festival  as  did  sixteen  students  last  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above  described  work  the  usual 
program  has  been  carried  out.  Each  child  has  been  given 
instruction  appropriate  to  his  grade  in  music  theory,  music 
appreciation,  folk  dancing  and  rhjrthm  band  work.

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Health  Supervision 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School  Board: 

Your  school  nurse  welcomes  this  opportunity  to  in- 
form you  in  regard  to  what  has  been  accomplished  from 
the  standpoint  of  health  education  during  the  past  year. 

The  children  received  the  usual  yearly  physical 
check-up  consisting  of  an  examination  of  teeth,  tonsils, 
posture,  vision,  and  hearing  as  well  as  weighing  and  meas- 
uring. Little  Health  Talks  on  timely  subjects  were  given 
in  the  classrooms.  Home  visits  have  been  made,  and  follow- 
up  work  carried  out. 

Probably  no  subject  is  of  greater  concern  to  parents, 
and  teachers  than  the  health  of  the  children  in  their  care. 
The  parents  have  shown  an  increased  interest  in  estab- 
lishing a  closer  relationship  between  school  and  home  in 
the  mutual  striving  for  better  health  objectives. 

The  Maico  Individual  Audiometer,  a  recent  acquisition 
of  our  union,  has  been  most  useful  not  only  as  a  hearing 
test,  but  as  a  check  on  the  possible  impairment  of  hearing 
caused  by  measles,  ear  infections,  scarlet  fever,  etc.  The 
T.  B.  Patch  Test  was  given  to  pupils  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades.  A  corrective  posture  program  has  been 
carried  out  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Physio-Therapist. 

The  hot  lunch  program  continues  its  success  and  has 
maintained  a  fine  level  of  efficiency. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  full 
cooperation  of  the  parents,  teaching  staff,  friends,  and 
public  organizations  that  have  given  time  and  enthusiasms, 
toward  the  betterment  of  our  health  program.
